Powers of the Public Service Commission. 


The citizens of New Hampshire are much interested _iu 


the position taken by the two members of the Public Service 
commission, who appeared before Attorney General Wick- 
ersham in Washington last weeK and urged that they be in- 
cluded in the list as opposing- the possible trafiic agreement 
between the Grand Trunk-railway and the Boston and Maine 
railroad. 
, 
The Manchester Union discusses-the subject as tollowi>: 
"The'announcement that the JN'ew Hampshire Public Ser- 


vice commission, Messrs. Bentoti and Niles acting as a major- 
ity had joined with officials of Massachusetts and Rhode Isl- 
and in protesting the action of the Grand Trunk in the alleged 
abandonment of the project of building a line between Palmer 
and Providence and other extensions in New England comes 
as a distinct disappointment to those citizens of New Hamp- 
shire who had hoped for a high order of efficiency and some 
dignity in the new Public Service commission. 
The act of 


April 15, 1911, creating this commission, constituted it a judi- 
cial body with great powers and with minuteness, and par- 
ticularly provided that it should keep itself free from any acts 
unbecoming a judicial body. The members are plainly for- 
bidden to act for or against any railroad corporation within or 
without the state, but are restricted to the judicial determina- 
tion after full hearing, of carefully enumerated questions that 
may arise between the people and their public service corpora- 
lions. Division h, of Section 2 of the act, provides: '(ri) No, 
commissioner shall sit upon the hearing of any questionable^ 
the commission is to decide in a -.judicial' capacity who y^W 
be disqualified1 for any cause, except exemption from service, 
to act as a juror upon the trial of the same question between 
the same parties in an action at law.' 


"In view of all this, it came as a surprise to learn from 


The Associated Press dispatches that Messrs. Benton and Niles 
had joined with Massachusetts and Rhode Island-in protesting, 
to the department of justice against the alleged agreement 
between the Grand Trunk and the New York,' New Haven and 
Hartford, petitioning the federal government to interpose un- 
der the Sherman anti-trust:law with'the purpose of preserving 
railway1 Competition in New-England.,.

"it ought'to be obvious to the New Hampshire Public 


" Service commission that there is no authority in law and that 


the department of justice at Washington has-no power to make 
the"Grand-Trunk railroad compete with the New York, New 
Haven'and Hartford railroad. 


"It ought also to be obvious to the members of the New 


Hampshire Public Service commission that they have no auth- 
ority to move or appear against these railroad corporations be- 
fore the department of justice at Washington or elsewhere 
when matters pertaining to their rights, privileges and immu- 
nities are about to come before them as a judicial tribunal.

"It'Ss'asyet an undecided -question-- whether .the people .of 


New Hampshire would be benefited or-not by a traffic arrange- 
ment between the Boston and Maine and the Grand Trunk, 
which, it has been suggested, might involve the project of 
double tracking the system north'of Concord. 
In fact, the 


whole matter is an open question and in one specific fornvat 
leasf is'already formally before the New: Hampshire Public 
Service commission in the petition for-a charter, to bujld across 
the state. 'What kind of an appreciation of their powers and 
duties is this which leads two members of this commission to 
totally disqualify themselves to sit upon these important ques- 
tions that must come before them?*' 


A wise commission, such as.New Hampshire ought to 


have, would not be caught in disqualifying its own organiza- 
tion for the sake of personal political advantages.—From the 
Dover Evening News.

The Engineers' Arbitration. 


After several months of work arbi- 


trators named to adjust the wage dis- 
pute between locomotive engineers aiid 
fifty-two, railroad companies 
in 
the 


eastern states, which 
at 
one 
time 


threatened to precipitate one of. tin 
bitterest and most dangerous strikes: ir. 
the industrial -history of the country, 
have'reported, with every likelihood of 
the acceptance of the report by both 
sides. Even though the most impor- 
tant recommendation 01 the commis- 
sion, urging the adoption of a perma- 
nent system of arbitration which car 
be depended upon in all circumstance: 
to prevent strikes, is not accepted, the 
present arbitration is nevertheless a 
Treat gain in the cause-of Industrial 
oeace.

As in practically all other labor dis- 


jutes, this report is not entirely satis- 
factory to either side. The engineer.' 
ire .disappointed because they do not 
obtain a higher rate of Increase, while 
the railroad companies feel that they 
have been mulcted in excessive ad- 
vances in -wage scale.
